Vladivostok, Wednesday, March 2, 
via 81. Petersburg. — According to la> 
fomHUlon recelTed haro 40 Japanese 
traiitporta. eacorted hf tbe entire nar 
val fleet, have been energetically land- 
ing troops in Korea at Fusan and Che- 
miilpo It is estimated that fully 100,- 
000 men have disembarked, and It Is 
iQppoaed tbat «n Immediate advance 
lati> Northern Korea la contemplated. 

Prom the fact that the Japanese 
fleet Is thus employed It Is felt that 
no immediate attack upon Vladivo- 
atok or Port Arthur will be made. 

The reported landing at 2,600 Jap- 
eseae at Bong Cbln, Plakaln bay, on 
the eaat coaat of Korea,, hea been con- 
firmed. 

There is a remarkable romor abroad 
that a quantity of transport material, 
together with 90 tona of aalt llab, have 
been diaoovered laid away in secret 
placee in the neighborhood of Nlko- 
laievsk. Tliey wore apparently intend- 
ed for the use of Japanese forces to- 
ward the end of the summer. 

The enrollment of volunteers is pro- 
ceeding with enthttsiaam at Vladivo- 
stok. 

St. Petersburg. March 5.— The fol- 
lowing dispatch, dated March 3, has 
been received from MaJ. Gen. Pflug, 
commanding the Ruaalan forces at 
Port Arthur: "All is quiet at Port Ar- 
thur and Yin Kow. According to In- 
formation given by eye witnesses a 
Japanese cruiser having three fun- 
nels lies near Chemulpo, between is- 
landa. having recently sunk there." 

TOhlo^ March 6.— It ta evident that 
several vessels laden with coal, pro- 
visions and other contraband articles 
have recently affected the passage of 
Tsugaru strait and succeeded in reach- 
ing VladlToatok. Their exact number 
and namea are unknown, but it is said 
that they included British, Norwegian 
and German vessels. Two of them are 
said to have carried car^oea of Aus- 
tralian coal. Japan evidently refrain- 
ed from making a special effort to pre- 
Tent their passage, and it is not im- 
poaaible that she calmly permitted the 
delivery of the contraband goods, cal- 
culating that they would prove useful 
to herself at a later stage of the cam- 
paign. The Vladivostok squadron con- 
tinues inactive, though it baa an am- 
ple supply of coal and the ships are In 
good condition. It has evidently been 
instructed by the Russian government 
to remain in close to Vladivostok bat- 
teries In preference to risking a fight 
In the op>en seas. 

It is declared to be only a Questioa 
of tine before thia aquadron will re- 
ceive the atteotion of the Japaneae 
navy. 

THE ASIATIC FLEET. 



Annual Record Target Practice Haa 
Been Completed. 

Washington; March 5. — Adm. Evans 
telegraphs the navy department that 
the annual record target practice of 
the battleships and cruisers of tho 
Aalatic fleet haa been completed. The 
best single acorea made were as fol- 
lows: In 11 minutes and 20 seconds 
the beat 13-inch gun of the Wisconsin 
made nine hits, the Oregon six hits 
and the Kentucky five hits. T^e hest 
6-inch gun of the Keataekjr made 11 
hits la tw o minutes. 

Count. Von Waldersee III. 
Berlin, March 5.— There is no im- 
provement according to dispatches 
from Hanover in the condition of 
Count Voa Waldersee. Prof. Ortb, of 
Berlin, and Prof. Bppstein, of Goettin- 
gen, have diagnosed the disease as In- 
teKtinal inflammation. The count Is 
very weak and the worst is feared. 

Portable Churches on Wheels. 
St. Petersburg, March 6.—Vb» Onmd 
Duchess Elizabeth Feodorovna, wife 
of Grand Duke Serge Alexandrovitch. 
the czar's uncle, has persuaded the 
government to send a number of port- 
able churches on wheels to the far 
east to attend to the spiritual needs of 
the troops. • 

St. Louis, March 5. — ^It is announced 
that the guides who will operate the 
push chairs at the St. Loula exposition 
will be selected from the students of 

universities In tlie ITiilted States. Hun- 
dreds of applications have been made. 



Frankfort, March 6.— Senate— In the 
senate P^day Senator Bumam called 

up the house bill appropriating $2,500 
for a monument at Boonesboro to com- 
memorate the first settlement In Ken- 
tucky, and it passed by a vote of 30 to 
2, Senators Cammack and J. F. Porier 
roting against it Bills passed: Pro- 
vtddag that In town elections in towns 
which are divided by the county line, 
all the voters in the town 8h«.ll have 
the right to vote; to place the prefer- 
red atock of railroad companies on the 
same footing as stock of other com- 
panies, is far aa the rl^t of redemp- 
tion is concerned; to punish the sup- 
pression of evidence by fixing a pen- 
alty for any one leaving the state to 
avoid testifying before a legislative 
committee or grand Jury; rwluiring 
that the ichool tand abaU ba distrtb- 
uted to each coontjr aocording to Its 
pro-rata share. 

House — Bill passed: Providing for 
the appointment by the fiscal court of 
a truant oflUcer in each flrat, beeond, 
thi rd and fourth class city, to see that 
the compulsory education law Is en- 
forced. At the afternoon session of 
the bouse Mr. Williama' bill propoelDg 
to allow fourth class cities to levy a 
tax of 66 centa instead of 60 emits for 
school purposes, oame up for passage, 
but was recommitted. Mr. Bournes' 
bill to change the constitution so as to 
disfranchise perpons who have not 
paid their taxes, was defeated. The 
senate bill prohibiting the celling ot 
liquor at wholesale in local option dis- 
tricts failed of passage because it did 
not receive 40 votes. There were St 
for It and 19 against.

Charlea C. Williamson Avenged the 
Death of His Companions. 



Ilodgenville, Ky., March 5. — Stand- 
ing beside tho dead bodies of four of 
hia fellow-Ken tuckians, victims of Iq- 
diana, with a volley of bullets wblz- 
sing past his eara, Charlea C. William- 
son, it ia declared, returned the fire of 
a band of red men who had attaokid 
his party near El Reno, Okla., and 
sent flvo of them to the "Happy Hunt- 
ing Ground" before he fell mortally 
wonnded himself from a bullet through 
the head. 

Williamson formerly lived in Hodg- 
envllle, but later resided in Cincinnati. 
A brief message to bis brother-in-law. 
Judge C. R. Hagaa, of this place, Fri- 
day, givea an account of the attack 
made upon the party .of white men by 
a band of Indians, and dGecrl!)os tlie 
battle that followed as a desperate one 
in which 13 Indians were arrayed 
against eight white men. , 

The hostilities. It ia aald, were be- 
gun by the Indians, who fired Into the 
camp of whites, taking them unawares. 
The motive of the attack waa presum- 
ably robbery,. 

Shoots Himself In a Lady's Presence. 

Jackson, Ky., March 5. — iWIU Jo- 
seph, the 18-year-old son of a prosper- 
OUB former living on Hunting creek, 

16 miles north of hero, committed sul- 
clde at the home of a neighbor. He 
had stopped in to call on a young lady.

The Surgeon General of the Navy Will 
Go to Panama to Make An In- 
Inapeotlon of the Sanitary 
Condition There. 

Washington, March 5. — Adm. Walk- 
er, chairman of the isthmian canal 
comjnisEion, bad a conference Friday 
with the president relative to canal 
matters. At the conclusion of the con- 
ference Adm. Walker said that he had 
notified the members of tho commls- 
sloa by telegraph to come to W^ash- 
Ington at their earliest convenience. 
He said he expected the commlsston 
would sail for the Isthmas on the ltd 
instant If, however, all the members 
could not arrange their affairs so as 
to leave at that time, the commission 
would leave on the steamer sailing a 
week later. 

It ia aaid that the president adopted 
an unusual proceedure in specifically 
naming in tho list of nominations 
Adm. Walker as chairman of the com- 
mission; it is usual to leave the selec- 
tion of the chairman tb the commlUee 
itself. But there already were slight 
signs of friction, it is stated, which 
impelled the president to prevent any 
contest in the commission by Bantag 
the chairman himself. 

Rr. Adm. Rlxey, surgeon general of 
the navy, is going to Panama to 
make an Inspection of the sanitary 
conditions on the isthmus. It is felt 
to he exijediont that the surgeon geu- 
erai of the navy shall have iu\ inti- 
malb knowledge of the situation there 
as the marines are to be left there for 
some time to guard the Isthmus. 

'naval TRi^NINQ STATION. 

The Question of a Site on the Great 
Lakes Discussed in the Senate. 

Washington, March 6. — Senate— Prac- 
tically the entire time of the senate 

Friday was given to consideration of 
the question of the selection of a site 
fur a naval training station on the 
great lakes. Moat of the senators 
irom states bordering on the lakes 
participated in the discussion. The 
controversy arose over an effort to se- 
cure as an amendment to the commit- 
tee amendment a provision authorizing 
the appointment of a new commission 
to select a site. This amendment was 
offered by Mr. Queries, and ita origin 
was due to tho fact that a former coni- 
niisKiou hiu\ Kiv< ii preferenc'j to LaliO 
BIiUT. ill Illinois. Tho principal spi'aK- 
ers were Messrs. Quarles and Spooner, 
who presented the advantage* of Ra- 
cine, Wis.; Mr. Hopkins, who spoke 
for Lake Bluff, and Mr. Foraker, whose 
contentions were in the Interest of 
Put-in Bay, O. The committei; amend- 
ment was so modified as to make It 
apply to all the great lakes and not 
alone to Lake Michigan, but Mr. 
Quarles' amendment waa not' acted 
upon. 

House — The house had iiiuler consid- 
cratlon the Indian appropriation bill. 
During the general debate on the bill 
Mr. Marti,n (rep., S. D.), addreased the 
house on his resolution directing the 
secretary of commerce and labor to 
investlK;ate the causes of the differ- 
ences which exist between the cost of 
live and dressed beef. Mr. Stanley 
(dem., Ky.) made an urgent appeal for 
relief at the hands of congress for the 
tobacco growers and the tollers In the 
tobacco fields and complained that 
competition had been destroyed by 
combluations of capital. Mr. Robinson 
(dem., Ind.), In closing the general de- 
bate on the Indian bill, declared that a 
monopoly exists in the coal business 
in the Indian territory. Tlie house 
confirmed the right of Mr. Sims (dem., 
Tenn.), to his seat. A republican had 
contested it. 

St. LealeWllaeer DIee ti iAw l y. 

St. Louis, March 5. — Apoplexy caus- 
ed the sudden death Friday of Nathan 

Cole, agM 79, one of the oldest native 
born citizens of St. Louis and a promi- 
nent financier. He was once majror of 
St. Louis and a member of congress. 

The Kansas City Drivers' Strike. 
Kansaa City, Mo., March 5.— Six of 

the 20 transfer companies involved In 
the drivers' strike had a full comple- 
ment of drivers at work Friday. Ten 
other conwanies showed material 
gains in the number at men at work. 

Jackson, Miss., March 6. — The Mis- 
aissippi senate Friday by a close vote 
indefinitely postponed the bill to 

change tho name of tho county Of Lin- 
coln to that of Davia. 



Indianapolis, Ind., March 5.— Before 
the sub-scale committee went Into ses> 
sion Friday morning it was learned 
that neither miners nor operators were 
\inited among themselvee OB the Mlh 
Ject of compromise. 

It was said that at Thursday's meet- 
inga of the scale committee a part of 
both miners and operators suggested 
a compromise, but half of the operators 
and half of the miners would not agree 
with the others. 

The compromise suggested was for 
a 7 or 8 per cent reduction. For the 
first time, Friday morning both John 
Mitchell and Operator Bobbins refus- 
ed to say anything for publication on 
the sittiatton.

SENATOR SMOOT INVESTIGATION. 



It Was Brongrht Oat That All Presi- 
dents of the Mormon Chnreh 
Had Been Polyganiisti. 



President Smith Said That If the Law 
and Revelations of Qod Were in 
Cenfllet He Might Obey 
the Latter. 



Washington, March 5.— Interest in 
the investigation t>^ore the aenate 
committee on privileges and electiona 

of the protests against Senator Reed 
Smoot. of Utah, was unabated Friday. 
President Joseph .M. Smith, who again 
was on the staml, testified that if tho 
principle of plural marriage should be 
atueked it would be defended by the 
church. Considerable feeling was evi- 
denced by President Smith against In- 
dividuals, who, he said, had spied on 
the domestic and marital relations of 
the high officials of the Mormon 
church, and for that reason he had 
favored the passage of the Evans bill 
to prevent pro.socvitions for polyga- 
mous cohabitation, unless complaints 
were entered by hushaml or wife 
against the other. This bill was pass- 
ed, but vetoed by the governor ,ot 
Utah. 

It was brought out that all of Mr. 

Smith's predecessors, as presiilent of 
the Mormon church, had been jioiyga- 
mists and that the man chosen to suc- 
ceed hiro haa more than one wife. 

Mr. Smith was asked which he 
would obey, the law of the land or rev- 
elations from God, if the two were In 
contlict. He said lie might olioy the 
revelation, though it was not compul- 
sory. He added: "I should not like 
to be put in a position where I would 
have to desert my children — I could 
not do that." 

Mr. Smitli testified that the law 
makiiiR pi.lyganioiis c()hal>itatlon a 
crime was passed by the Utah terri- 
torial legtalature, which was over- 
whelmingly composed of Mormons, 
and that the constitutional convention 
was composed of a large majority of 
.Mornion.s. so that the existing laws of 
the state legislating against polyga- 
mous cohabitation really were the re- 
sult of the efforts of Mormons them- 
selves. 

Hefi rnice was made to the Kvans 
bill, which i)asse(l liie I'taii senate 
March 8, 19(11, and a few days later 
the house. This bill provided that no 
prosecutions for polygamous cohabita- 
tion should be Instituted except on 
complaint of husband or wife. The 
bill was vetoed by Gov. H. M. Wells. 
Mr. Smith had said he was In favor ot 
the bin and was asked why. 

"Well, it was rather a personal mat- 
ter with me. I was one of those un- 
fortuDates — or otherwise— men who 
had a numerous lainily and we were 
made the prey of a iirying iiidivijual 
who was contlnuoii ly spying into mar- 
ital relations. I tliougbt if such a law 
was passed It would be a boon to my- 
self as well as a relief to those In a 
similar position and put an end tu this 
(oniinual 'spotting' of our private af* 
fairs." 

Bringing the question up to the later 
periods, Senator Hoar wanted to know 
what Mr. Smith would do if the revela- 
tions coiiflic ted wit'i the law. "WhICh 

would you obey?" lie aslied. 

"With me, p.erl'i-ps. t!ie re\i'lation 
would be uppermosit," said Mr. Smith. 

"Can you lay 'perhaps' to aneh a 

quostlon?" Interrupted Mr. Hoar, se- 
verely. Continuing, he asked, "Sup- 

[lose you received a i'e\'elati;iii com- 
manding your people to tlo soinet linj; 
which would conflict with the law of 

the land. Which would they have to 

obey?" 

"Which ever UkUf pleased." win ^ 
reply. "There is no compulsion." 
Then lie read from one of the stand- 
ards of authority: "l et no man break 
the law of the land, for he that keep- 
eth the lawa of God hath no need to 
break the law of the land."

The Snpply of Apples is Not Kqnal to the 
Demmiil— Exports Increasing

Europe has diecovered that about the 
flnttt thing that natar* fau produced >o 
fW In ft Mfc, riay, )aiey, fragrant, thin- 
skinned and hard-meated appie, ^fown 
in the United States and carefully picked 
and packed. 

Since last fall nearly 3,000,000 barrels 
of American apples have crossed the 
ooean. That ia nearly 1,000,000 barr«la 
in (xcess of the previouH year's ship- 
ments, and every week shows an addi- 
tion cf thousands of barrels to the fis- 
ar«a. The Germans take kindly to Bald- 
irlna Alid Newtown pippins, and the En* 
Klieh like anything thftt triv4la WUI aiid 
antVea aound. 

Fruit ia cheap in America. Orangeo 
and bananas are no longer loxnrlee. 
Improved methods of packing and abip- 
ping have ahown a retalt in deoreaaed 
prices, and both have become a neces- 
sity, where they were formerly a luxury. 

But they have not displaced apples, iud 
Northern apple, at that. We have the 
Klntj, Northern Spy, Baldwin, Winter 
Sweet, Husset, Spitzenberfi and a dozen 
more that, when properly grown and 
picked at the right time, are a Kreater
